It was learned at the ‘Four Courts 
Wednesday that the grand jury has em- 
ployed a firm of expert accountants to 
check up city records that are expected 
to show the existence of business con- 
tracts between the city and members of 
the Municipal Assembly and other public 


officials. 
The books of three four private 


firms, whose officers have been sum- 
moned before fhe grand jury, are also 
said to be under investigation. 

The grand jury, as indicated by Fore- 
man Riddle’s statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch Tuesday, is determined to make 
a sweeping inquiry into any matter that 
may tend to throw light on municipal 
graft and corruption. 

Circuit Attorney Sager says the in- 
quisitorial probe will be pushed until 
eyery bill now held up by the House 
of Delegates is thoroughly investigated. 

House Page Presents Bill.

Before going into the grand jury room 
to give his testimony, Mr. Remmers 
said that not long after the introduction 
of his bill he received a communication 
from Daniel Corbett, page of the House 
of Delegates, asking for $25 for ‘‘copy- 
ing your bill."" Mr. Remmers said that 
bh. paid no attention whatever to this 
communication. 

Later; he said, Corbett came to see 
him in person and asked for the $25. 
Mr. Remmers said he refused to p y the 
money. His bill did not pass. 

The contractor declared that he did 
not want ‘“‘to be held up” and applied 
to the Board of Public Improvements 
for permission do the excavating. 
He obtained permission to dig to a dis- 
tance of seven feet from the building 
line, but not to the line of the curb. 

Denies Démanding Money. 


Young Corbett admitted to a Post- 


Dispatch reporter that he sent a bill’ 


for $25 to Mr. Remmers, but insists 
there was nothing wrong in the trans- 
action. 

*“T don’t know Mr. Remmers and the 
statement that lL went to his office 
and demanded pay for my work is un- 
true,"’ declared Corbett. 

‘Mr. Leonard, clerk of the House, 
turned the Remmers bill over to me 
and I transcribed it. Mr. Leonard told 
me that 1 would be paid for the work. 
I sent Mr. Remmers a bill for $25, but 
he did not pay it and I did not dun 
him for the money.” 

Clerk Leonard sald: 

"Wei huve a right to charge for 
copying ordinances. My predecessor 
pecured an opinion to that effect from 
City Counselor Bates. I don’t think 
we need any more authority than 
that, do we? Mr. Corbett did nothing 
impropér and I think somebody is 
making a tempest out of a teapot.”

Currency legislation as the first busi- 
ness for Congress at the next session 
is urged in a telegram sent to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt end Secretary of the 
Treasury Cortelyou Tuesday by the St.

of the proceedings. 

The surprise this caused was intensi- 
fied by reason of the variance from the 
first version of the tragedy as told by 
Webb anu upon which it was supposed 
the defense would rely for an acquit- 
tal. The prisoner had stoutly malin- 
tained that he and his wife, as she was 
supposed to be, had entered into a sui- 
cide pact and that she shot him, then 
killed herself. 

The dead woman was only %9 years 
old. She was Miss Inez Walkup, daugh- 
ter of L. H. Walkup of Fairfax, Mo., 
when Webb met her. The State con- 
tends that Webb had known her for 6 
months and that they were legally mar- 
ried. She had also been employed at 
the Asylum. Webb is 26 years. old. 
He was an attendant at the State Hospi- 
tol for the Insane at St. Joseph. His 
health was not good and his physicians 
advised him to take a vacation. 


Started for Hot Springs. 
About this time he met Inez Walkup, 
who was visiting a sister in St. Joseph. 
According to his first story it was a 
case of love at first sight, and within 
less than a week after their first meet- 


ing they ‘were married. Now, he says, 
they just agreed to go away together 
and that there was no ceremony. 

At any rate, they left together for 





Hot Springs. At Smithville they left 
the train and went.to a hotei. 
says his illness compelled him to stop 
his journey at this point, and that it 
was their intention to proceed the next 
day. 

Early the following morning five shots 
were heard from the direction of the 
young couple’s room. The reports fol- 
lowed each other in rapid succession. 
Several persons rushed io the room and 
there found both Webb and the woman 
lying upon the floor. There were three 
bullet wounds in her breast and one in 
her head. One bullet had _= entered 
Webb's chest. 

The young woman lived but a inet 
time and it was several hours before 
Webb was able to talk. When he had 
sufficiently revived he told of the al- 
leged suicide pact. He _ stated that, 
realizing that he could live but a short 
time, owing to a disease of the lungs, 
they had agreed to die together. 

Told of Suicide Pact. 

He was to do the shooting, he said, 
but when the 
courage deserted him. His wife, he said, 
took the revolver, saying she was not 
afraid, and shot him once and then fired 
the remaining four bullets intu her own 
body.

His Mother Says James Richey 
Has Strange Desiresfor 
Firearms.

Held for safekeeping in the Clayton 
Jail, James Richey, 16 years old, who 
shot and killed his 9-year-old sister, 
Clara, at their home, 2908 Oakland ave- 
nue, Maplewood, Tuesday night, is un- 
der constant guard to prevent him from 
taking his own life. 

An effort will be maae to have him 
sent to an asylum. his mother, Mrs. 
Sarah Richey, says that he is irrespon- 
sible, and that for years he has shown 
signs of mental weakness, a suicide ma- 
nia und strange desire to carry and han- 
dle firearms. 

One of the boy’s delusions, Mrs. Richey 
says, is that he is a policeman and his 
malady is worse at certain 
stages of the moon. Last Saturday 
Mrs. Richey, alone in the house with 
her afflicted son, struggled with him for 
two hours, she says, to prevent him 
from killing* himself with the same 
weapon with ~ hich he shot his little 
sister Tuesday night. 

Children See the Tragedy. 

Mrs. Richey, with her husband, Robert 
Richey, a contractor, left thelr home to 
go shopping in Maplewood after supper 
Tuesday. They left their five children, 
James, Lee 13, Clara 9, Thelma 6 and 
Ida 3, in the dining room. 

“My father and mother had been gone 
only a short time when James went into 
the bedroom and _ =—returned = carrying 
father’s revolver,’’ said Lee. ‘“‘He threw 
out his chest and said: ‘Now I’m a 
policeman.’ 

“He sat down at the table and shook 
the cartridges out of the revolver. I 
was busy studying and didn’t notice that 
he had only taken five of them out. 

“‘He stood up and pojnted the revolver 
at Clara, who was sitting right opposite 
‘Now, I’m going to shoot 
you.’ 

‘Ida put up her hands and said: ‘Are 
you sure you took all the cartridges 
out?’ 

“*Of course I did,’ he said. 

“Then he pointed the revolver right at 
Clara and pulled the trigger. When we 
screamed and 
Clara fell 
back «nd I caught her and laid her on 
the floor. I ran to Kitchell’s grocery 
store and’ asked Mr. Kitchell to tele- 
phone for a doctor. He and Peter Neli- 
son went home with me. 


Revolver on Table. 

“The revolver was lying on the table 
where James had dropped !t. Clara was 
dead. 

“In a few minutes Jaines came run- 
ning into the house. He vent right to 
the table and picked up ‘the revolver 
and tried to put some cartriixes in it. 

“I’m going to kill myself.’ ‘e said. 
He put the revolver aguinst the uide of 
his head and tried to pull the ‘r'eger, 
but Mr. Nelson and I ‘took :t away 
from him.”’

ments. 

No action of any kind was taken at 
that time, however, and it was not 
until the opening of the present the- 
atrical season, which found Hitchcock 
again appearing in “A Yankee Tour- 
ist,’ that the storm broke. 

The first real sensation 
the actor caused the arrest, on 4 
charge of blackmail, of a brother of 
one of the young girls, whose name hac 
been inentioned in the charges against 
Hitchcock. A few days later Hitch- 
cock was summoned to the office of the 
District Attoragy and was arrested on a 
charge of criminal assault.

INSURANCE FIGHT 


(ILLS COMPETITION 


Witness Says Companies Have 
Been Drawn Closer by Had- 
ley’s Efforts.

George W. Markham Admits That 
He Has Tried to Appeal 
Anti-Trust Laws. 





By Long Distance Telephone From a 
Post-Dispatch Correspondent. 
SEDALIA, Mo., Nov. 6.—George D. 


Markham, a general insurance agent in 


St. Louis, was put on the stand this 
morning before Judge Longan, in Attor- 
ney-General Hadley’s suit against the 
“Insurance Trust’’ in Missouri. In the 
course of his testimony he declared that 
Mr. Hadley’s attacks on the insurance 
companies had driven them closer to- 
gether, so that the competition was 
much less keen than formerly. 

“Do you mean that the effort to ex- 
ecute the anti-trust law has caused the 
insurance companies to band themselves 
even more closely together?’ Mr. Had- 
ley asked. 

“No, but it has caused a friendlier 
feeling between them,’”’ Markham re- 
plied. Mr. HadjJey asked him if he 
hadn’t made repeated efforts to have 
the insurance anii-trust laws renealed, 
going before the Legislature for that 
purpose. Markham admitted that he 
had. 

“Was your purpose to do away with 
these laws so that the insurance com- 
panies could come out into the open 
with their trust?’’ Mr. Hadley asked. 

“There hds never been any conceal- 
ment,” “Markham replied, “but I con- 
sider the present laws injurious. I do 
not believe in competition between in- 
surance companies.”’ 

Markham admitted that he had been 
active to bring about a 10 per cent 
increase on fire insurance rates after the 
Baltimore fire. He 3aid this was due to 
the fact that the Baltimore disaster 
threw new light on city risks, and 
showed that the danger of a gencral 
conflagration nad been underestimated. 

Markham admitted that he charged 
the same rates for all companies he 
represents. Not to do so, he said, would 
drive out those charging the higher rate. 

Mr. Hadley tried to bring out that an 
association known as the Western Union, 
composed of insurance officials, issues 
a bulletin fixing insurance rates, but 
Markham said he had never seen but 
one of these bulletins, and that about 
three years ago. His memory as to its 
contents was hazy. He is not a mem- 
ber of the association, he said, because 
it is composed only of executive offi- 
cials of insurance companies—not of 


agents.

Institutions in 
Adopt Some Expedient to 
Regulate Currency Flow. 


CHECK PLAN 


SMALL 
St. Louis Seems to Lead Au 
Others in Helping Out 
Business Men. 





News dispatches from 13 large cities, 
widely separated, indicate that the 
banks in many of them are adopting 
some expedient to regulate the flow of 
urrency from their vaults, although few 
appear to have gone to the extent that 
St. Louis has. 

Baltimore says: “The scrip system 
prevails in Baltimore only to a very 
small extent. Cash is procurable , by 
those who have real need of it.” 

Cincinnati: ‘‘The situation is prac- 
tically same here as in St. Louis.’ 

New Orleans: “Clearing house banks 
| decided to issue credit currency in the 
| shape of cashier’s small checks; not in 
j eeromation yet”’ 

. Adopting St. Louis Plan. 

| San Francisco: ‘‘San Francisco banks 
l are pursuing the same plans as St. 
‘Louis. Merchants generally accept cer- 
tificates, although some refuse them. 
Speculation in gold is said already to 
‘have begun on a smal! scale.”’ 

St. Paul: “St. Paul payrolls are all 
paid in cash and it is not expected that 
cashiers’ checks will be used here. 
Cashiers’ checks have been used in Min- 
neapolis and Duluth.” 

Omaha, Neb.:-‘‘Omaha banks furnish 
| currency for pay rolls. Most employers 
|used part cash and part cashier's cer- 
tificates last Saturday. All cashier's 
‘certificates are redeemable through the 
| clearing house @nd circulate freely as 
| cash.’’ 
| Washington, D. C.: “Our banks are 
| doing business on a_ perfectly normal 
basis. No good check has ever been 
presented here without instantly produc- 
ing the cash.” 

(leveland, O.: “Many Cleveland pay 
rolls are being paid in scrip of $5 and 
| $10. Certified checks of the Cleveland 
Clearing House are good in exchange as 
legal tender. No trouble working out 
of this.’’ 

New York Paying Up. 

New York: ‘‘New York banks pay in 
full cash. Savings banks took advantage 
of the 30, 60 and 90-day clauses, but even 
they are paying small checks upon pre- 
sentation. One or two trust companies 
that were in trouble but did not close 
are resorting to dilatory tactics. For 
instance, on Tuesday but one messenger 
ot to the teller’s wondow at the Trust 
Company of America, and he only got 
rid of 150 of his 600 checks. Overwhelm- 
ing number of New York banks have 
had no gerious trouble,”’ 

Dallas, Tex.: ‘‘Dallas banks are now 
cashing checks for pay rolls. They are 
not issuing small cashier's checks.” 

Chicago, ‘“‘Banks here 
currency for pay-rolls, and also ,cashing 
cRecks for reasonable amounts on 
checking accounts. A committee of five 
hundred business men petitioned the 
Clearing House Committee to issue scrip 
in small denominations to meet pay- 
rolis, but the committee said it was not

ly all banks are cashing pay checks 
freely.’’ 

Paying Out Gold. 

Portland, Ore.: Banks here are 
taking care of all payrolls, so far, in 
cash, and are paying out gold where it 
is actually needed for commercial pur- 
poses. Otherwise payments to deposi- 
tors are limited to from $100 to $200 
a@ week and savings depositors are re- 
quired to give thirty, sixty or ninety 
days’ notice; as ihe case may be. Banks 
have begun to issue scrip in %, $10, $15 
and $20 denominations. This is based on 
Biateral deposited with the clearing 
house and jis redeemable in gold Feb. 
1. Scrip is backed by wheat, fish, lum- 
ber and other products actually in ware- 
fhouse or in Shipment, face of scrip not 


these securities. Banks are protected 
by legal holidays declared from day to 
day by the Governor.”’ 

» Seattle, Wash.: ‘Seattle banks are 
paying all pay-roll checks in cash and 
it is understood that they will continue 
industrial - payrolls, although 
they will begin issuing Clearing House 
certificates on Friday next. The bank 
reserves here are the best in the coun- 
try today, but they were forced to adopt 
the Cleaging House certificate system in 
Self-defense, as, while the home insti- 
tutions honored out of town collections 
in cash, those of Coast citles would hon- 
or Seattle collections only, with credits. 
The local banks now hold $12,000,000 in 
gold and currency out of $7,000,000 de- 
posits."* 

Some amusing incidents are related by 
business men who have taken in for 
redemption smail checks issued by the 
St. Louis banks. One man had 100 checks 
for $1 each. He felt faint when told that 
Le would have to indorse them. He 
protested that it would take him an 
hour to write his name across the back 
of them. His protestations availed him 
nothing, and he had to sit down and 
patiently write his name on each of the 
checks, 

The financial stringency is showing 
fome effect on local business. A high 
raliroad official said. ‘Orders for cars 
for shipping all manner of stuff have 
fallen off to almost nothing. Every 
branch of the railroad business is feel- 
ing the strain. A Chicago bank in which 
we have funds has refused to cash our 
check given to én Iowa coal man in 
settlement of our accoivnt. _. 

“Under the lowa State law thé coal 
Operator is compelled to payoff his 
miners in cash. He tells us he will 
have to close his mine unless he can 
get money for the check.

Louis. 

“Now the railroad agents cannot get 
money from local banks, and are com- 
pelled to send us St. Louis exchange. 

“Banks are refusing to advance money 
on bills of lading, and are refusing to 
pay out money on railroad’ checks, 
which tightens up matters so that it 
becomes a very difficult matter to oper- 
ate railroads. 

Owes for the Mails. 


“The Government isn’t doing what we 
would like to have it do to help opt. 
Uncle Sam owes us $22,000 for carrying 
the mails. The money has been due 
since Oct. i, 

“These Government warrants are made 
payable in Washington, but we can ar- 
range some way to get currency for 
them. If the Government would pay UP 
it would get a great deal of money into 
circulation. The refusal of the Govern- 
ment to accept checks in payment for 
any obligation has tended to tighten the 
money situation. 

‘“‘As cash is now demanded for every 
bill this draws money out of circulation 
and ties it up in the subtreasury. The 
Government has not given the banks or 
the business men out here any aid, and 
by tightening up the strings and keep- 
ing idle $30,000,000 of currency it is mak- 
ing mattters worse all the ** 1¢e.’’ 

Real estate men and brokers say that 
people who have money to invest are 
waiting for ‘‘bargains.’’ 

Rent, grocery bills, 
fact almest every obligation of even 
minor importance are being paid in 
checks, while people who have currene Vv 
are keeping it in their own posse ‘ssion. 
One woman paid her rent bill in eight 
checks, which aggregated a total of $30. 
Real estate firms readilv accept checks, 
which aresin turn deposited in fhe 
banks. 

Some St. Louis business houses are 
refusing to accept the small denomina- 
tion cashiers’ checks issued by three St. 
Louis banks for the reason that the 
banks are now requiring persons who 
bring them in for deposit to endorse 
them. Business men say that this rule 
compels the last man who accepts the 
checks to guarrantee the. vanks’ own 
paper. 

St. Louis real estate men say they 
have plenty of money to loan on good 
real gestate security, or to invest in 
first class deeds of trust. One real 
estate dealer says he has $37,500 which he 
has been trying for more than a wee 
to loan at 6 per cent interest, with no 
takers. Other real estate men say that 
they are getting in large quantities of 
currency ana certified checks to loan 
on real estate security. 

Cornelius Butts, of the Lincoln Trust 
building, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

‘EL have $37,500 which I have been try- 
ing to loan on real estate security, or 
invest in good deeds of trust. I have 
been up and down Chestnut street look- 
ing for people who are willing to pay 
six per cent for money, but I 
find them. I have looked over all of the 
six per cent deeds of trust, but I 
failed to find any which I would offer 
to my client. 

“T would let the money out on real 
estate at 50 per cent of its value. There 
is no searcity of money among real es- 
tate dealers, and I don’t look for any 
decline in values on account of the 
financial stringency.”’ 

Another real estate agent said that 
persons who trad withdrawn their money 
from the banks were trying to loan it 
on real esigte. Although some of the 
banks are getting 7 per cent for money, 
the real estate men say they are loan- 
ing out money in sums of less than $10,- 
000 at 5 and 6 per cent. The real estate 
men are not anxious to make !oans of 
larger amounts, especially to corpora- 
tions and industrial institutions which 
might be affected by the financial condi- 
tions.

TO BE SENT TO MAYOR 





President O'Reilly of — the 
Board of Public Works 
Censured. 





To force the Board of Public Improve- 
ménts to bring in an ordinance doing 
away with surface railroad tracks and 
grade crossings in the fashionable West 
End section of St. Louis, a determined 
movement has been launched and will 
be taken up by every business men’s 
organization in the city. 

Resolutions calling for immediate pre- 
sentation to the Municipal Assembly of 
an ordinance requiring the depression 
of the Wabash and Rock Island tracks 
in the West End were adopted by the 
Twenty-seventh Ward Improvement As- 
sociation Tuesday evening. 

It was stated in the resolution that 
such an ordinance was drawn up and 
placed in the hands of President O’ Reilly 
of the Board of Public Improvements 
“more than two years ago,’ but that 
no action of any kind has been taken 
by O'Reilly, although any such ordi- 
nance must go through his hands to the 
Municipal Assembly. 

The resolutions demand that this ordi- 
nance be introduced at once, with or 
without a recommendation, or that 
O’Reilly explain why it is not done. 


Subject to Be Discussed. 

Wednesday evening a copy of the res- 
olutions will be discussed at a meeting 
of the North St. Louis Business Men’s 
Association and, as quickly as possible, 
the matter will be laid before every 
business men’s and commercial organ- 
ization in the city. The authors of the 
resolutions expect unanimous indorse 
ment of the movement. 
The Wabash tracks run through For- 
est Park and out of the city in a north- 
westerly direction. The Rock Island 
tracks run out of the city, just north 
of Forest Park, in a westerly direction. 
The resolutions declare that a tract of 
land bounded by Union avenue, Forest 
Park, Skinker road and Delmar avenue 
lies undeveloped because of those tracks 
and that the progress of that section of 
the city is being retarded by the ‘‘dor- 
mancy’’ of the ordinance in the hands 
of O'Reilly. 


Resolutions Are Specific. 
The resolutions read: 


Whereas, A large tract of vacant land, 
bounded east by Union boulevard, north by 
Delmar boulevard, south by Forest Park and 
west by Skinker road, lies practically unim- 
proved, and 
Whereas, 
path of the future development of the. city of 
St. Louis and is traversed by certain “surface 
steam railroads running diagonally across 
and. through the same and in addition a 
large portion thereof is now being used for 
switch yards, thereby menacing and abso- 
lutely prohibiting the development of said 
section into a residence district and threat- 
ening its conversion into a switch yard and 
factory district, where -instead there should 
be the most beautiful residence district of 
Our city; and, 
Whereas, The time has come when speedy 
and effective action. must be taken to avert 
and prevent said evil: and, 
Whereas, The depression of said railroad 
tracks would remove said evil and rmit 
the use of said tract as a residence district, 
adding greatly to the future welfare of our 
city; and, 
Whereas, An ordinance providing for the 
depression of said tracks along their present 
right-of-way has been prepared and has been 
in the hands of the president of our Board 
of Public Improvements, without any action 
upon his part whatever for more than two 
years, and, 
Whereas, Said ordinance is still lying dor- 
mant in his hands, and, 
Whereas, Action upon his part is required 
oy law in order that the City Council and

Freaks Evolved by Handlers 
Of Footbal!

The old regime football was so 
stereotyped and fixed, both in 
defense and offense, that coaches 
were forced to all manner of 


schemes. and devices to develop 
certain qualifications in the play- 
er. Even today antiquated meth- 
ods are still in vogue and consti- 
tute the minor essentials of the 
coaches’ stock in trade. 

Some of these artificial and 
mechanical aids to football de- 
velopment have a grain of merit, 
but most of them present a truly 
humorous aspect. | 

Looking upon them from the 
viewpoint of the new era. they 
appear ludicrous in the extreme 
and cannot help but excite one’s 
risibles. 

As baseball still offers a fertile 
field for consideration and scien- 
tific exploitation, so football was 
in the olden day, and even now 
has searcely had its’ surface 
scratched. 


Diet the First Fad. 
When the game first started the question of diet for the players 


‘was 


extremely important, as it was primarily a game of physica! 


endurance. Being a rough and robust sport, and demanding nerve, 
many coaches resorted to a heavy meat diet. The meat was usually 
‘raw, with blood oozing from it, in order, as they supposed, to give 
the candidates a ferocious and fighting disposition, Such a diet 
was invariably followed by skin eruptions and poor physical con- 
dition and was finally abandoned. 


Now we have coaches who .are serving 
their men with a vegetable offering. 
This also is extreme. A good training 
table should present a bright, airy ap- 
pearance and be made up of 4 meat and 
vegetable diet of the ordinary kind that 
one finds at the students’ boarding 
house table. 
& Bome coaches should have been vau- 
‘Aéville managers. At Drake University, 
Towa, some years ago a strong man 
Made his appearance in the football 
squad. He weighed 270 pounds, and had 
been doing strong-man stunts through- 
out the State. 

Goliath Meets Downfall 

Just before each game, while the op- 
posing team was warming up, the Drake 
men would bring forth this Goliath. 
They strapped a heavy board across his 
back and all the team would get on.

' Many are the football mentors who 
‘tHed to obtain speed in the team 
through the end of a barrel stave, 
lustily applied. 

. Fumbling has ever been a bugbear to 
@oaches. Down South I knew a coach 





“who compelled every man who made 


a tumble to take a ball. and bounce it 
against a fence one hundred times and 
catch it successfully. This was a sure 
producer of results. 

Running low with the ball, so. the 
knees practically touched the chin, in 
order to afford’ the most meager op- 
portunity.for a tackler, was one of the 
most important drills on offense. To 
accomplish, this supposedly high at- 
tainment the coaches used to place a 
heavy board, supported at either end, 
about three feet above the ground. 
Placing the players in a rew they would 
compel them to run full tilt at it and 
then duck underneath. Should a player 
come in contact he was a disabled man 
for the remainder of the season. 

Hurdling was an essential of all good 
back-field work, Bags of sand or straw 
or sawdust were piled on the field and 
the men commanded to jump over them. 
Ropes were often attached to the bags 
and just as the player would ‘urdle 
they would be removed and the man 
taught to hold his feet.. These bags also 
were often thrown unexpectedly in front 
of the runner, and unless he jumped he 
Was sure to receive a mighty fall. 

Out West one coach employed one 
man to do nothing but bend over on his 
hands and feet and let the backs run 
at him and hurdle, making a somersault 
on the other side. When it is consid- 
ered that the field was hard shale one 
can realize what a strenuous existence 
the men of old lived 

Walter McCornack of Dartmouth, 
while coaching at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, devised a scheme whereby he 
hoped to teach his backs how to _ find 
openings,in the oppoftent’s line. He 
had two long ropes with a canvas sheet 
3 feet wide. At different intervals he 
had holes made in the ‘canvas big 
enough to allow the head and shoulders 
to protrude. 

Stationing a man at either end and 
lintng up his players he would make 
them charge at these shifting holes. Mc- 
Cornack also devised a pushing ma- 
chine that has much merit. 

Tackling is another feature of foot- 
ball that receives: much attention. In 
this department the true ingenuity of 
a coach’s - powers were measured. 
Tackling i8 the most important essertial 
of defense and to perfect it inany de- 
vices were made use of. One coach 
in Colorado hung up a bag tilted with

Medieval Armor Used, 
The armoring of players was a vital 


ball management. I have seen a player 
so heavily armored that he looked like 
a rubbered rhinoceros, and when he 
fell it took two men to place him on 
his feet again. Even today players are 
too heavily armored and padded. When 
you sec a player appear on the field 
with a big, black headgear, e rubber 
noseguard that covers to his ears and 
has flaps that remind you of a dustpan 
ear of one of Barnum’s elephants, shin- 
guards and a much-padded suit, vou 
are sure that player has some respect 
for his person. 

Often a player is sent into a game 
when he doesn’t know the signa!s or 
fully understanu the purpose and sig- 
nificance of the play. I once heard a 
true story of a freshman giant at 
Brown University by the name of Mc- 
Ginnity that aptly illustrates this point. 
While ‘playing guard in practice he 
would continually hit the man direct- 
ly fn front of him, although the signal 
called for him to hit the other player 
with his shoulder. 

The coach would each time call the 
signal distinctly and clearly and then 
cach time be compelled to reprimand 
the big Irishman for not doing as the 
signal called for. 

Finally, the coach told MceGinnity tnat 
if he didn’t do as the signal required he 
would fire him from the squad. There- 
fore the big fellow rose straight up from 
the line and said: ‘‘To hell wid yer mys- 
terious signals; show me me man.’”’

Speeches to Be Conservative. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not to make any 
more vehement speeches like those at 
Provincetown, and at towns along the 
Mississippi, at least not in the near 
future. Instead of causing new indict- 
ments to be brought wholesale against 
trusts and corporations the law will 
be allowed to take its course against 
those now before the courts. One or 
two cases will be pressed through to 
final decision by the Supreme -Court of 
the United States. 

These decisions, if in “**vor of t're 
Government, will furnish the President 
with legal weapons so effective that no 
further agitation or denuciation will be 
needed to curb other unlawful corpora- 
tions. 

No one has ventured to urge upon 
the President that he abandon his 
chosen policy, but friendly supporters, 
men of loyally but calm judgment, have 
endeavored to show him better and 
safer paths of procedure. Mr. Roose- 
velt has listened to this adviceg but 
more particularly has he been influenc- 
ed by the sudden and overwhelming cry 
of sound business distress from many 
cities of the country.

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WORKING WITHOUT PAY. 

‘There are many reasons why a rich man should 
not be permitted to hold public office merely be- 
cause he is rich. There are more and stronge! 
reasons why a man of wealth should not be given 
a position as public prosecutor when he offers to 
perform the work without compensation. 

In the State’s Attorney’s office at Chicago a 
young man possessing an independent fortune is 
acting as assistant in the prosecution of criminal 
cases, partly because he enjoys the excitement and 
partly because he wants the experience. Perhaps 
as an inducement to his employer and perhaps 
because he does not value his own services highly, 
he is working without pay. | 

Without reflecting in any way upon the person 
in question, whose motives may be of the best, 
it is easy to see how arrangements of this kind 
might lead to abuse and scandal. Men who are 
sc independent financially that they can ‘afford to 
prosecute criminals for amusement prohably ought 
to be compelled to find diversion elsewhere. 

In this case the fact that there was to be no 
compensation evidently determined the young 
man’s employment. The inference, then, is that 
he is not a proper person to entrust with the 
interests of society in such a capacity as that in 
which he is engaged. 

If it be admitted that he is able and resourceful 





as a prosecutor, the fact that he serves merely to 
experience a new sensation or the zest of a new 
enjoyment, can hardly fail to militate against 
him with a jury. There is enough class feeling 
in this country already without engendering more 
of it in this manner. _ 

On other grounds sttch employment may be ob- 
jected to as particularly liable to abuse. Who 
knows what the real motives of such a man may 
be in entering the office of a prosecutor? Who 
knows what interests he may represent or what 
men he may serve? Who knows, as a matter of 
fact, that he works without hope of reward from 
some source? 

Rich or poor, the man who works without pay 
generally receives in some manner more than he is 
worth.
